These  are  the  most  economical  and  effective  plants  employed  in  our  gardens.  They 
bloom  from  early  Summer  until  frost  in  all  sections  of  the  country,  succeeding  in  any  sunny 
position  in  any  kind  of  soil,  but  responding  quickly  to  liberal  treatment.  For  best  results 
the  beds  should  be  spaded  about  2  feet  deep  and  a  generous  amount  of  well-decayed  manure 
of  any  kind  thoroughly  incorporated,  and  at  all  times  freely  watered.  They  are  most 
effective  when  planted  in  masses  of  one  variety,  setting  out  the  plants  about  2  feet  apart. 
They  are  also  very  effective  when  planted  in  mixed  borders,  where  their  long  flowering  season 
insures  a  constant  display  of  color. 


KING  HUMBERT 

The  most  popular  of  all  Cannas.  Great  orange  scarlet  flowers  surmount  beautiful, 
vigorous,  deep  bronze  foliage.

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ROSES  AND  THEIR  CULTURE 
How  to  Grow  Roses 

IN  preparing  this  selected  list  of  Roses,  I  have  found  it  my  duty  toward 
my  customers  only  to  mention  the  Roses  which  excel  on  account  of  their 
hardiness,  excellent  growth,  beautiful  flowers  and  adaptability  to  the  Long 
Island  climate. 

For  years  I  have  considered  the  Rose  branch  of  my  business  as  one  of 
the  most  important,  and  every  year  I  endeavor  more  and  more  to  test  the 
newest  and  latest  varieties  in  my  nurseries,  and  to  offer  to  my  customers 
only  such  as  stand  the  test  in  every  way. 


Special  Directions  for  Planting  and  Caring  for  Roses 


Open  a  good  space  in  the  soil  and  spread  out 
roots;  never  cramp  them  into  a  small  hole.  Do  not 
let  manure  come  in  contact  with  roots,  but  place  it 
underneath  and  a  layer  of  soil  on  top.  If  the  Rose 
is  a  bush  plant,  set  it  so  deep  that  only  branches  are 
visible  above  the  ground  and  never  the  main  stem, 
but  too  deep  is  as  bad  as  too  shallow;  2  to  4  inches 
of  the  lower  branches  may  be  under  the  surface,  but 
no  more.  If  the  plant  is  a  budded  or  grafted  Rose, 
be  sure  that  the  bud  or  graft  is  fully  3  inches  below 
the  surface.  Prune  in  Spring  only,  when  life  is  just 
apparent,  and  remove  what  might  appear  to  be  sur¬ 
plus  wood.  The  strongest  growth  should  be  cut 
back  to  within  6  inches  above  the  ground;  the 
weaker  growth  to  4  inches.  Observe  the  illustration 
opposite  for  pruning  and  depth  of  planting;  all  soil 
above  the  roots  should  be  well  pressed  down.  Feed 
your  Roses  with  “Ground  Bone”  and  “Pulverized 
Sheep  Manure.”  Mulch  the  ground  during  Sum¬ 
mer.  As  Winter  approaches  draw  soil  6  to  S  inches 
high  around  the  stem;  this  avoids  Winterkilling, 
especially  the  H.T.  varieties;  then  cover  with  long 
manure  or  similar  litter.  Spray  as  soon  as  growth 
commences  and  continue  once  a  week  with  “Bordeaux-Arsenate.”
